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Man, 59, Shot

Two 13-year-old Menlo Park boys 
were assertedly involved in the 
shooting of Png Lung, 59-year-old 
gardener, while “target shooting” 
late Tuesday afternoon. 

According to reports from the 
Stanford university police depart- 
ment, Lung was tending property 
leased by him from Stanford uni- 
versity, bordering San Francisquito 
creek, when he was struck in the 
arm by 2 .22-caliber bullet. He was 
unable to find out- where the shot 
came from, and was taken to Palo, 


Alto hespital by friends. J 
Stanford Police Chief Gordon Da- | 


vis assigned Officer Charles Rayer 
to the investigation, and the officer 
“pinpointed” the origin of the shot 
o a back yard, on the Menlo Park 
side of the creek, about 200 yards 
away. 

Travelling to the Menlo Park 
home, he enccuntered the two boys, 
who admitted that they had keen 
“target shooting’ from the yard. 
They had a .22-caliber rifle with 
them at the time, and became ‘‘very 
frightened” when told of the acci- 
cent, Chief Davis said. 

Chief Davis said he would confer 
with the boys’ parents before taking 
any action. He commented that the 
boys were “very lucky,” since there 
were several men working in the 
area at the time. Lung’s wound was

County Found Short 
Of Hospital Beds 


San Mateo county’ has only about 
60 per cent of the hospital beds to 
meet the minimum needs of the 
county, the health and welfare de- 
partment revealed this week. 

“The estimated population of the 


{county for July 1, 1952 is 263,000,” 


the department’s bulletin says, 
“General hospital standards usually 
refer to a ratio of 4.5 ‘acute’ beds 
per thousand population. 

“This would seem high for San 
Mateo county, because of the prox- 
imity cf San Francisco hospitals and 
Palo Alto hospital. However, using a 
conservative figure of three beds per 
thousand, we find we should have 
789 ‘acute’ beds by July 1. 

“Actually, there are only 473 ‘ace 
ute’ beds in the county,” distributed 
as follows:

23 Chicken Pox 
Cases Found 
Here in April . 


Incidence of chicken pox cases in 
Menlo Park appeared to be abating 
last month, with 23 cases of the mal- 
ady reported here in April. There 
were 33 chicken pox cases found in 
Menlo Park during March. 


Other diseases found in Menlo 
Park during April, according to the 
monthly bulletin of the county 
health and welfare department, in- 
clude one case each of amebiasis, 
epilepsy, measles, tuberculosis and 
whooping cough; two cases each of 
scarlet fever and syphilis and six 
cases of mumps. 

In East Palo Alto, during the same

The new board of commissioners 
does not begin to function officially 
until the fall semester of next year.

Planting Boxes Offer Inexpensive Joy 
Of Floral Beauty from Spring to. Fall 


By TERRY LEE 

A box of flowering plants on a 
porch or window sill is always pleas- 
ant to look at. Such a vista from 
spring to fall is a luxury, but not ex- 
pensive. 

A ranch style house looks well 
with a window box, and the modern 
house often uses high planting box- 
es as room dividers, or as a low wall 
to divide carport from front en- 
trance. 

Plants may be set directly in the 
soil of the window box, or left: in 
their-own pots and surrounded with 
peat moss to give the appearance of 
being planted. 

This last technique has great ad- 
vantages, as pet subjects can’ be 
brought in: from the ‘garden when 
they are about to flower, and can re- 
place a fading plant. 

Either method requires a strong 
box, well supported.

(Continued from Page 2-B) 
sand (2 quarts to a bushel of soil) 
and the whole mixed and sifted to- 
gether. 


Plants are removed from the pots, 
pressed into the soil, and watered. 

It’s easy to get the plant out of 

the pot if it has been watered the 
day before. Put ycur second and 
third fingers on either side of the 
stem, turn the pot upside down 
and hit the edge sharply on the 
edge of a table or step. 

The plant will slide right out into 
your fingers. 

Once a week the soil should be 
stirred before watering. This can be 
done with a table fork, and a tea-
